Witnessed by many resi.
dents, a three-motored North.
rop experimental plane lost a
portion of its tail section over
Torrance last Thursday and
crashed near 238rd street and
Avalon boulevard after the pi-
ot tried unsuccessfully to bail
out,

The pilot, L. A. Perrett, 42,
had  ordered his two crew
members to bail out while he
attempted to guide the plane

a safe landing, sheriff's
reports showed. However,
when a crash was inevitable
he himseli attempted to bail
out, but his chute, though
open, failed to check his fall
before he hit the ground.

The co-pilot, John Atkinson,
28, of Beverly Hills and en:
